Regrettably, the Western Powers have always been 
proa* to provide Russia with respites and support, often motivated 
dt their own politicaJ interests or by Russian promise* of support of 
t&eaame. 

Rat the peoples and the tanda which Russia acquired with the so- _ 
quiescence and assistance of the Western Power* in the last 20 years ' 
for sheer rise surpass everything Russia conquered previously- To 
digest these conquests in short order and with mortal convulsion* m 
quite impossible, unless the Western World, and the United States in 
particular, willingly allows such digestion to take place by accepting 
ih* Rossi an offer of "peaceful coexistence.

The more Russia grabs of foreign lands, the more her internal situa- 
tion becomes complex and difficult' the front of the enslaved nations 
h widened and the pressure of the Russian imperialist center must, of 
n e c e s si ty, thin out. The number of the dominating Russian people 
does not Increase proportionately with that of the non- Russia* peoples 
who are added to the new empire; therefore, their bold upon the con-

This vision of future 
war, the Russian know, has already created vertiable panic among 
the We* tern nations a condition which eseea them forward to ths 
Ruwun trap. The fear of atomic war is so great that many in the 
Weat are inclined to forget tb© whole infamous record of Russian 
^treacheries and blackmail, broken promises, abd shattered diplomatic 
pact*. 

On the other hand, if the "summit” conference could not material Lae 
because of a Weelem refusal to accept the Russian terms, specifically 
refusal to accept as final tbe enslavement of the jutiona in the satellite 
countries and in the U. S. S. R. itself, this would constitute a tremen- 
dous victory for the West. Such a refusal cannot but strengthen tile 
resistance movements behind the Iron Curtain and so wodld run

Mr. Srrrfio. Our 'struggle against Russian Com ktaappt Cofc&~ 
.tarianism can be waged oruy in the name -of eternal and absolute 
values, truth and freedom pitted against the enslavement, persecu- 
tk», and the totalitarian domination of Moscow. Communism is 
t the faith of evil, and a dynamic movement of the Devi? which 1 must 
opposed not merely by technical weapofi*, but by moral values 
1 fcuman <“ 
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Tbe Western Worid— at leaflt, borip of it a leading powerv—have 
relinquished Lheir colonial poestaaions and given way to the emancipa- 
tion of the once colonial peoples. The only remaining" empire in ^he 
world todaj ia the Russian Communist emoire. 

The U. S. 8. R. t* the basic empire of Moscow is a powerful threat 
today simply because it dominate* vastly extended are a* which it 
exploits for the purpose of continued aggrandisement and expanikm. 
This threat would oe removed in the moment the Russian Empire 
ceased to exiat aa such. Moreover, ad the enslaved nations, onch 
liberated from the Russian Communist yoke, would not only deprive 
Russia of powerful economic and human reeourcee, but would be 
great contributing factors toward a stable peace and security in the 
worid. None of Lheae nation* would be in a position to coinu facture 
the atomic weapons, inasmuch aa they would be expending all their 
efforts in build mg up their Own welfare and prosperity, rather. than 
in seeking foreign conauests and domination, as does Russia today. 

Any other approach would surely lead to appeasement, aa beat 
exemplified by the English philosophy, Bertrand Russell, who said 
the other day that he would rather accept Commumst slavery than 
Tmmi it, inasmuch sa the Utter course might touch off .an atomic war. 

The “summit” conference, we think, is a political rhatter. But 
there are other imponderables in the development of political" events 
that have an equally important significance, perhaps even greater 
than the stockpiling of A- and H-bombe. In the pment game the 
worst possible thing that could happen. is to lose one's moral position. 
This is well known to perfidious Russia- and therefore she deceitfully 
joggles with such phrases as '‘integral liberty/ 1 “social justice,” and 
ll md«pendeDoe of nations/’ akhougb ad who an^ fainiliArwith Russia’s 
history know ad this to be sheer nonaensei But the systematic 
repetition of t b«*e slogan* leaves an imprint pn people's mindf and 
undermines the opposition to Russia, especially in the so-called neutral 
nations on this side of tbe Iron Curtain. It is immoral to oondone 
any crime- it is also immoral to enslave the *on-Ros*ian nations in 
the U. S. 8. R.: Ukraine Byelorussia, Georgia, Turkestan, the Cos- 
Wack lands, Northern . Caucasus, Armen is, and others. Yet the 
Western World seems to be inclined to forget these nations and their 
enslavement by Russia, so Long an the Russian Commupiat leaders 
. Wtop rattling their atomic or nuclear saber*. Only those, with invul- 
moral positions can expect to win in this struggle for survival ; 
no way ^moaeunw or wm promisee can bring an equitable and just 

solution to worid problem*. 

Therefore, the '‘summit”" conference and its agenda, which is sup- 
posed to deal with Lbe problems of the global ktrwgle between oppos- 
* tng forces, should be viewed not only in its ' political and miutarv 
aspect, but in the light of moral ana ideological principles ss well. 
It asa a direct relabon-to the fate of the enslaved nation*, the acknowl- 
edged ally of the free world in the struggle against Russia The 
prisoner in prison wants freedom more than he wants bread. Tie 
'enslaved ana oppressed man is more sensitive to injustice and slavery 
th^n the free' man. And thosr who themselves suffered are likely 
to find a better way of reaching the minds of those who are oppressed 
now. There is no force in the worid more dynamic than the yearning 
of people for freedom and independence. People will hardly die for . 
bread or for some material luxuries, yet they are willing .to sacrifice 
ev«ything for (hoir freedom. The West ha* “a glorious opportunity 
to dynamically propagate the clay of general freedom and liberation 
^thal is to oome to all nation* and people.

The Geneva lummit con/nvace 3 years ago wu a devastating 
blow to the enslaved nations behind the Iron Curtain, because tbs 
Kremlin, recognising its superior propaganda potential, trapped the 
West into rrcogntaing the status quo. The Russian tyrants, Khru- 
^tdi«r and Bulganin, attained s diplomatic victory when they succeed-* 
•d m convincing JVssident Eisenhower to withdraw his proposal , which 
had been inserted in the agenda, dealing with the problem of the m- 
dlTSUOt of the satellite countries. Tnen followed a Koownitkm oo 
the part of the West of the "sincere desire” of the Kremlin leaders for 
■■rural peace and security in the world. And vet these same men, 
KhnwhcWr and Bulgtuhan, were the ngh l-haruf henchmen of Stalin 
la his brutal program of genocide and destruction of entire peoples 

Furthermore, w« must not forget, that without a common front with 
the enslaved nations, the free world can never achieve a victory over 
bolshevism Russia a doing everything possible to wedge apart these 
two freadom -loving forces The ideals of freedom and national in de- 
pendence are stronger than the atomic bomb. They constitute the 
moat disruptive force which, with the all-out support of the free world r 
can successfully shatter the Russian prison of nations from within- * 

These facts should not be under** tuna ted by the free wqrld. Ch uv 
hag the Korean war, in which the powerful United States aud the 
saiirs United Nations participated, there were no internal involution* 
behind tbs Iron Curiam, because the enslaved nations had lost con- 
Ihow in and hops for any assistance from the West. On the other 
hand, after the death of Stalin and the liquidation of Bena, a series of 
aribs and uprisings erupted in ocnoen Inst too esrnp* ; creating a retry 
aondodva atmosphere for a general revolution. It » nn undeniable 
fact that the enslaved nations are beginning to rely more and more on 
their own strength rather than on assistance from the West. The 
Mf*tl fear prevails that a new "summit” conference may widen this 
sharra between the enslaved nations and the West, which has already 
lost a great deal of its original prestige through the bungling of the 
HawsrisQ upriahig in the fall of 1956.

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The disarmament talks can surely lead to no positive reauU, if the 
cause of armament » not removed. Otherwise disarm ament talks 
serve only aa propaganda channels for the Russians, whereby they 
make deep imprsaeions upon the “neutral" and non com mi tied nation* 
which ace in the Russian proposals a “genuine” approach toward 
achieving world peace. 

The preaent status quo roust undergo a thorough change, if the' 
nuclear armament race i* to stop. A* long as it remains unchanged, the 
armament race must go on, aiiwe otherwise the free wo rid would be 
conquered event uaBy by Communist Russia. Armament is also 
necessary to help in the liberation of the enslaved nations from Russian 
domination; the enslavement of these nations by Ruaaia is in great 
measure due to the* faulty and incredibly irrational policy of the 
Weatcrn nations. 

Although the Western nations entertain no aggressive designs 
and are arming Lhem selves for the purpose of their own.defeoae, sno do 
not support tne liberation movements of the enslaved nations, as was 
so amply demonstrated in the case of the Hungarian revolution, Russia 
is arming foe purely eggrvWaivo purposes and is organiiing her fifth 
.columns the world overfor the ‘'day.” As long as a free West exists, 
Russia cannot but press for its destruction, simply because the ideals 
of freedom menace the Russian deapolic empire. Russia ie confronted 
with a harsh art of alternatives: either the entire world aftfl be free or 
it will be conquered by her. Thu* all the conferences and the diplo- 
matic bargaimog wtth the West serve only to confuse the world, so 
as to make it easier for Moscow to eonauer it. 

The road to diSormameftl does not lead" through conferences, but 
through liberation. Disarmament will never bring liberation. On the 
contrary, it will enable Ruaaia to conquer the entire world. The 
superiority of Russia in conventional armaments makes the discussion 
oa thermonuclear armaments useless, inasmuch as Russia oould never 
be trusted in th£ matter of the atrict control of atomic disarmament or 
its limitation. Strict control will always be impossible for the Russian 
Empire, since it is baaed oo a totalitarian and despotic system which 
precludes the possibility of such a voluntary control. The inherent 
nature of Russian totalitarian tyranny does not accept, and cannot 
accept, any control by an in tern alio rial body. Hermetically sealed 
isolation and the abeepec <^f any control are the essential elements of 
the Russian despotic system, which could not be democratised, as 
such a process Voulri jnean suicide. This most elementary factor in 
Russian behavior is totally' ignored by The Woat; without an under- 
standing of this element, pne ran hardly begin to grasp the essence 
and meaning of bolshevisni. ' j

Mr. Ablinb. Could you asy anything, Mr. Stetxko, on Russian 
Communist propaganda among the Moslem* outside the Soviet

Mr. Srrrreo. The Soviet radio in Tashkent, where the Russians 
seem to have concentrated extremely powerful propwpanda facihtiesj 
Broadcasts in some 90 language* and dialect* to the Moalem people in 
Asia and Africa. This vast propaganda work i» being done bj Russian* 
who very frequently are disguised as "local Moslems." 

Significantly, during my travels 'in Asia I"n£vir heard of any 
systematic propaganda effort of the United State* in these area*, to 
amt the Russian drive; yet perhaps there is such an effort. If so, it 
eatmot be a very great ooa: 

Every year Moscow sends hundreds of its Moslem Quislings on the 
"ptigrimsge" to Mecca, by which it creates the impression among the 
Moslem* oulude the U. S. 8. R. that complete freedom of religion R 
•eeorded the' Islamic peoples in the Soviet Union. In addition, the 
Russian* for year* have been operating through the so-called "Soviet 
Solidarity Committee of Aslan Countries," which baa bom very 
successful in spreading Russian imperialism and communism through- 
out Asia and Africa. This was attested to by Veli Kay urn- Khan, 
president <rf the National Turkewtanisn Unitv Committee and vke 
president of the Central Committee of the Anti-Bolshevik Bloc of 
Nation* (ABN), who hss made extensive visits to th* Middle East to 
tha last few months. He said that the absence of any American 
propaganda was in great measure responsible for the rapid spread 
of communism. The local population* do not know the policies and 
totaotiou* of the United States, and whatever notions they pomri 
gained from Russian sources, which are always evidently ttU* 
American. 

, The Russians pose in the Middle East as "protector* of todepeodeoo^ 
sod freedo m ." They smuggle in expert agents and propagandists, 
especially Moslem priests. They do- not propagate oommunwm out- 
right, but conduct lengthy (and slanted) drieuariork ou religious and 
pSuoaophiesl themes, tala loftfly about the "solidarity and lode* 
prudence of the people* of Asia and Africa," and propagate books and 
pamphlets printed in Tashkent and Samarkand (XT. S, 8. R.). Morct 
over, the "Red Pilgrims" to Mecca bring appropriate' letters and 
"to Turke*Uni*n emigre** from their relative* to the Soviet

Jnkrn, and declare that they are "not interested" in politics, but are 
fatVerttoted, as Red mullahs, in spreading the "truth about the religious 
ritustion to the Soviet Union." 

Moscow has launched a now political and' religious slogan for the 
Moslem: "Kyrry Moslem could btr a Communist and every Com- 
munist could be a Moelem as well, inasmuch as we art not Against 
pod and the Prophet." 

Regrettably, the Western diplomatic circle* in these countries live in 
opsnpletc isolation, sway from the* local populations, which are sub- 
iacted .to the systematic Communist propaganda depicting tha 
Americans and other Westerner* as "imperialist*" and as “eoemiss 1 ^ 
-pf the liberation and independence of the Aston and African peoples., 
v The West must revise tu attitude toward the erudavad nations to 
Europe and Asia. At the newly formed "Asian- African Solidarity 
" ice" In Cairo, both the Soviet Union and Rod China hare,

fought the Nasi* with the assistance of their collaborators — de U 
Roqub, I> Quisling, and the like. The Allies did not even 

support Marshal Petain, once the hero of Verdun, but threw their 
alLout support behind Gen. Charles dr Gaulle, who totally and 
integrally opposed Hitler and everything he stood for. 

But at toe preeeat-tive we are aowvoualy wiUves*l6g the v«rr 
Opposite. The Western democracies are abying away from siaach 
and-Cotumunisls, and instead are relying on former Communists and 
Communist collaborator*. In doing so they — unwittingly', psfhapa — 
are manifesting a deplorable lack of faith in their own moral strength 
mod the final victory of democracy over commumstn. To bold such 
an attitude is to tolerate, if not approve of, communism as an ideology; 
which is bene to stay; it is a shameful admission that' the Wert cannot 
muster um support a better philosophy of Hit. 
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In fact, there is no "national communism," as a limited national 
doctrine. This ii so because its roots are based in the international 
doctrine. There is no possible doubt that communism, without the 
support of the Russian force and without having become an instru- 
ment of Russian imperialism would have remained one of the many 
abstract theories in the world, such as anarchism. Without Russia it 
would not have become a deadly threat to the entire world. 

Every nation can cope with communism as such through its own 
means and legislation. Communism as an international doctrine, 
which has been imposed upon every country by the Rusrian bayonets 
and tanks — no country, except ethnic Russia, accepted communism 
by their own will— has become a malevolent and deceitful ideology 
at the service of Human a ggre s s ion , behind which lurks traditional 
Russian imperialism and colonialism. In this respect the only "na- 
tional communism" is the "Russian national communism" poring as 
"international communism” directed by Moscow, inasmuch as it 
serves the Russian interests exclusively. AH other "national com- 
munisms” are but superficial creations of Moscow, with which Moscow 
is endeavoring to capitalize on the yearnings and aspirations of the 
conqueredpeoptes. ^National communism’' techniques also serve to 
keep the Communist Parties in the West in the Russian camp, inas- 
much as they are given the illusion of a measure of independence. 

From this point of view, we approach the problem of Titomn 
Titoam, regrettably, has determined in no little wiae the substance 
of the psychological warfare effort of many Western circles. THoaam 
haul Lhe Western Powers on a wayward path by causing them to rely 
on the so-called "national Communist" elements in the Communist 
Parties behind the Iron Curtain. In this way, Titoism added to tifb 
confusion in the Western ranks and thus helped prevent the Weft 
from integrating its anli-Communist policies Under the influence of 
the TiUttst experiment, the Western political circle* have fruitlessly 
directed thrir snti-Communist activities toward the spurious "leading 
elite of the revolution. ” The damage done to the cause of the Kremlin 
by Titoism, on the other hand, has been relatively insignificant. 

When as one time several hundred armed Ukrainian insurgents, 
members of the Ukrainian Insurgent Army (TJPA), succeeded \n 
.penetrating Into Western Germany with aims in their hand*, D^Rfcer 
the Anfcerican nor the British Radio Corporations would allow them tb 
address an appeal to the Ukrainian people, despite the fact that these 
Ukrainian insurants enjoyed the overwhelming support and sympathy 
of the entire Ukrainian nation. Nothingwas ever laid in Western 
broadcasts of the death of Gen. Taras Chuprynka, oommandfr in 
chief of the UFA, who led the Ukrainian an ti -Communist and anti- 
Nasi resistance during World War II and wbo died battling the MYD 
security troops in March 1950; nor was mention every made of the 
death of Osman Batur leader of the Turkestanisn Basmach (Thrrk- 
eatanian insurgents), who was. also killed while fighting the Russians. 
And yet the caw? of Milo ran Djilas became a woodwide cause criehre 
overnight, simply because he became "dkaU pawned” in the cqgi- 
munnsn This Dfilu, one of the moat ruthless Commuidsts only a 
few yearn ago, was one of the principal executioners of Gan. Draja 
Mihailovich, erstwhile Western aDv against Hiker, whom the Western 
allies sacrificed to placate Stalin and his pupil in Yugoslavia/ Jorip’ 
Bros Tito. 

Undoubtedly, the opposition movements within the Communist 
Parties behind the Iron Curtain create s ferment, which barms the - 
Communist cause as s whole. But it would be grievous error on tile 
part of the We* tern World to rely on such disturbance ts a decisive 
element which would precipitate the fall and dirintegratioto of the 
R us sian Communist empire. The enslaved nations are fighting 
again* all forms of communism. To impose upon them tb* accept- 
an re of ^national communism" u a compromise settlement — Whether 
through a Yrita-iyp.* agreement or "peaceful opaxisteoe *”— m lo 
undertone and ultimately paralyse the resistance of these peoples. 
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It is certain that thews endaved nations would oppose and resist any 
attempt by the West to impose on them * ' 'streamlined” commuaigm, 
to the guise of “national communism.” Finally, '‘national com- 
munism, unsupported byeither the Weat or Russia has no chance of 
surviving whatsoever. The example of Wlsdjelaw Gomulka in 
Poland te to the point.* After the roman upheaval* his position waa 
quite deaperate. He pleaded with the Polish people to vole for him 
and not to demand more '‘freedom/' because the SovieUKuaaian 
Army would intervene and because the Polea could not ever expect to 
“detach themselvea completely" from the “friendly” Soviet Unk»L 
Janoa Kadar in Hungary also belonged to the so-called '‘national 
Communist” team, but in the decisive hour of the Communist regime 
be did not hesitate to appeal for Russian assistance to crush brutally 
the aspirations to freedom of hia compatriots. 

Socialism cannot effectively oppoae communism any more than 
did the national socialism of Hitler. Hitler failed to overcome Stalin 
because their political systems were so closely similar that the en- 
slaved nations saw nothing different about nanam. They, therefore, 



deeply. Soctaliet Alexander Kerenaay abo opposed the natural 
liberation ol the enslaved nations, as he wanted to preserve the 
Rrwwsn Empire at all cost*.

Hsnce the bseic line of our liberation effort must be oriented toward 
the national liberation forces of the enslaved nation* which exist in 
the underground^ despite their neglect by the free West for these 
many yean. It is one thing to breA down the Communist leadership 
and quite another to mobilize the constructive forces solely capable 
of wrecking the Communist system. A social revolution is impossible 
in the occupied countries without a national revolution, because the % 
social system as imposed by Moscow is sustained in the enslaved 
nations by force of Russian arms Mobilization and support on the 
part of the free world of these national elements which totally oppose 
and negate the Russian Empire snd communism is the one, unique 
method which will successfully lead to the destruction of cominuniafli 
and the disintegration of the Russian totalitarian empire. 

To- believe that the West can find Russian leaders wbo would be 
Willing .to help bring out the fall of the Russian Empire is another 
dangerous illusion. It was Alexander Kerensky and Paul MLiukav 
_ who are said to have expressed the following sentiment; "It is better 
hare a cruel dictator (Stalin) than have s dismembered Russia" 

(L e., reference is made to the Russian Empire). 

There is no doubt today that underground resistance forces in the 
U- S. 3. R. are very much a reality. If the West, for it* part, ceases 
to appease the Russian tyranny and openly accepts the program of 
disintegrating the Russian Communist empire, the chances of a swv 
os— ful eruption of those underground forces are more than fair. If 
(ha Weat wants to avoid the fate of Ukraine or Hupgary, and the 
Ilka, it must atop dreaming about any "peaceful ooexutenee" with 
Moscow. Tba West most change its tactics from the defensive to 
the offensive, and it should fearlessly proclaim that so long sa the 
Ru— cam continue to enslave Hungary, Poland, Bulgaria, Lithuania, 
Estonia, Latvia, Slovakia Byelorussia, Ukraine, Georgia, Turkestan, 
and others, so long will the West refuse to accept Russia's propo— at 
far- "peaceful coexistence." But toward that objective the Western 
nations should create a favorable climate and specific conditions 
which would help, and not impede, the announced program. Above 
all, t£e West must recognize the anti-Russian underground resistance 
movements and help in their operation* behind the Iron Curtain at A 

Waal as boldly and thoroughly as Moscow is helping Communist fifth 
eolumns the world over. The West must ■trengtheo the centrifugal 
foroqs which the non-Russian nations of the U. 8, S. R. comprise. 

It bfci to exert political pressures against the Russian Em Dire ' jm 
all aides; it must overhaul its approach to Moscow and adopt new 
and ^ymumc tactics. The United States ha* to redesign its props' 
ganda broadcasts, particularly its official and unofficial psychological 
wnrf&re media, such as the "Voice of America," "Radio Free Europe," 
mod "Radio Liberation." '■ 

Or>e of the major steps in the new approach should be the dim (na- 
tion of the difference in the treatment accorded the so-called satellite 
countries and the non-Russian nations in the U. 8. S; R. by tho 
United State*. Up to date all the efforts of the United States Govern- 1 
toe nt seem to be concentrated on the satellite nation*. The nations 
enslaved in U. S. S. R. receive scant attention on the false assumption - 0 
(hat they are the J1 internal problem of Russia. M ‘ 
s .In like manner, the West should support the liberation of such 
. people as .the Slovak* in Communist Czechoslovakia, and the Serbs, 

Croats, and Slovenes in Tito’s 7 via. In both these dbtJntriea 



the— distinct peoples are penecu L only by Communist tyrants. 

* but by “smaller" imperialisms as well. Slovaks or Croats have the' 
, same right to their independence as Czechs or Serbs. 
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In policy planning with respect to the Soviet Union, the Weat must 
tMlixe that it* only chance of overcoming the Bolshevik scourge lies 
in undermining the Russian Empire. This Empire consists of many 
non -Russian nations and lands which were conquered by Moscow 
and had been held in captivity againet their will. Throe forces am 
powerful and reliable, and they will always be alined with the Weat 
against the Ruaaian enslaver*. But, on the other hand, the West 
must finally understand their plight, and provide them wiLh efficient 
assistance Instead of supporting Communist Tito and Gomulka and 
other "national Communist* " tne West must throw its unqualified 
support ben ind the national liberation forces which exist behind the 
Iron Curtain. Tito and Gomulka and their ilk will exist so long as 
communism exists id the Soviet Union. Although it may sound some- 
how paradoxical, some circles in the Weat are supporting "national 
communism" for the sole purpose of having a "modified communism" 
in the world, even when communism in the U. S. S. B. has boon 
destroyed. 

Finally, the Weet must realiie that the Russian Empire is the last 
empire tnat eventually will be broken up. The national revolutionary 
movements will constitute the bulk of the forces which will overthrow 
that Empire. How long it will take before the process is completed 
w difficult to foretell. A spark might ignite a conflagration which 
will send the whole unwieldy edifice crashing to the ground. Nobody 
knew in 1817 that the rebellion of the Urkainian Volynsky Regiment 
is Petrograd would start the revolution of 1917 and would precipitate 
the fall of the Ruaaian Claris t Empire. National revolutions are 
sot guided by Marxist Laws of "historical and economic development,” 
and therefore are not subordinate to the mechanical calculations of 
Marxism, but instead are directed by human souls and hearts. 

Mr. AaiNe. You mentioned, Mr. SteUko, the demand* of political 
prisoners in Vorkuta. Could you tell us -more about it? 

Mr. Stetoko. Dr. Joseph Scholmer, a noted German doctor who 
was arrested in East Berlin and sent to the slave camp at Vorkuta, 
reposts that during the revolts sparked by the Ukrainian and Baltio 
political prisoners, camp inmates issued demands which went far 
DC'V™d the character of ordinary prison strike. In his book, entitled 
"Korintfa” (p. IM), Dr. Scbolmer writs*:

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The Ukrainian prisoners in Monrovia sent a specie! appeal to th^ 
the United Nations, putting forth special demands whreh dubutantiate 
the demands of the prisoners in Vorkuta cited above. Moreover, 500 
Ukrainian women prisoners were slaughtered by Russian tanka in 
Kingir in .Tune of 1954, when they joined the revolting prisoners 
fighting for identical purposes. These examples convincingly demon- 
strate that, despite Russian terror and persecution, the forces of 
freedom and liberation are by no means suodued or destroyed. 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Stetxko, you mentioned about the vast anti-Ru»- 
sian resistance among the non-Russian nations in the U. S. S. R, 
What is your opinion about the Soviet army? 

Mr. Stftjko. The Soviet army is not as reliable as many in the 
West tfiink it is. The West might well hope that with a proper 
paychowffical warfare, and approach, the Soviet army could t>e de- 
moralised and disrupted without undue effort. First of all, the ma- 
jority of the Soviet soldiers are non-Russian. During the German- 
Soviet War of 1941-46, millions of non-Rureian soldiers surrendared 
voluntarily to Germany. Moreover, during the Hungarian revolution 
of 1955 many Soviet soldiers, the overwhelming majority of thorn 
being Ukrainians, refused to fight against the Hungarian freedom 
fighters and went over to them, using their arms against' the Russian 
aecurity troops. The West haa an excellent opportunity to demoralise 
the 8oviet army by appealing to the national elements in it, and hy 
promising them the creation of national armies, to be put at the 
disposal of their national independent governments on the ruins of 
the Russian Empire. Such an appeal would create havoc in the Soviet 
army. 

Mr. Ahenb. Mr. Stetzko, some leaders In the Western World/ in 
supporting the Russian -sponsored drive for "peaceful coexistence," 
are exp ream ng beliefs that communism will eventually evolve intpa 
sort of democracy. Do you yourself think it poariblor 

Mr. Stttjko Under the pressure of the national liberation and 
anti- Bolshevik struggle of the enslaved nations, the Russian tyrants 
. are compelled to juggle and maneuver their way, making fictitious 
" "concessions" here and there. This has given rise to the fallacy In 
. the West that through evolution the Communist system may evolve 
Into some sort of democracy. But Westerners forgot one thing: 
these "com promises" are doled out by the Kremlin itself and only to 
such an extent as it is deemed safe for its own security. It is to 4>e 
'recalled that the New Economic Policy (NEP) was also analysed is 
. a retreat from communism; then we had a "Ukrainiiation" program 
in Ukraine, which, however was followed by brutal collectivisation 
and manmade famine in Ukraine, claiming millions of victims in 
Ukraine, the Don Coesack lands, Byelorussia, and so forth. The 
r present "thaw" in Poland can hardly be compared with the powerful 
. "changes" during NEP. The Kremlin purposely creates the illusion 
•of "peaceful evolution" within the Communist empire in ordfr to 
- allay the feare of the free world. Khrushchev's downgrading of 
Stalin was also a very effective trick, whereby he exonerated himself 
and thus made himself more presentable as a "benevolent Com- 
munist," one fit for the Weat to do business with. 

And yet it was after the death of Stalin that the Soviet Russian 
Empire was shaken to its foundations; thst Khrushchev and Bulganin 
were shown to be every whit as ruthless and inhuman aa Stalin, Soria, 
and Yeihov. When the demands of Ukrainian prisoners in the 
concentration camps went beyond the "evolutionary limita," the 
"collective lesuierahip" did not hesitate to employ array tanks and 
shock security MVD troops to suppress the Ukrainian rebellion and 
general strikes The process took place in East Berlin, then in Pox- 
nan, and finally in Hungary. Moreover, Rdmishchev clamped down on 
Tito when thelatter tried to walk s "neutralist" line (this was managed 
despite the absence of Soviet troops in Yugoslavia). How can ope 
talk of any political “evolution" in countries choked with Soviet 
army gamipns and a police network? Thia political "evolution" 
operates only for the strengthening of the Ruwuan Empire, and has 
also become 6tae of the very powerful argument* of the Soviet foreign 
policy, aiming at an acceptance by the West of the Btatua quo, wfcich 
hi fact would endorse all the Kuseiau conquest* in Europe and Asiai 
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instance of the Hungarian revolution. The bloody suppression of the 



BuflHK*n revolution wa a decide! upon unanimously by "beloved 
aoljdc^Shukov, "world peace lover" Khrushchev, "sponsor oMight 
/ ' ^ luTtTIsLrv” Malenkov, aftd others: thcv all knew that a successful 



bankruptcy of comm um wn as a social, political, and ideological 
ay*. jo. It waa directed against every - *nd any form of communism, 
especially against one of its moat objectionable feature* — collectivisa- 
tion*; and it was directed against the Russians as the master oppres- 
sor!. Tho cry "Ruaaians Go Home" underscored moat emphatically 
the national and anti-Ruaaian character of the revolution. Also the 
fact that the youth took over the leadership in the and -Communist 
and anli-Ruaaian uprising demonstrated the total failure of the 
Communist indoctrinations; and the fact that the workers, Ihoae 
"legendary" beneficiaries of the Communist regime, manned. the 
bam cade* undermined the Communist ideology and it* regime more 
than anything else has done in the last few decades. 

One of the moat spectacular features of the Hungarian revolution 
was the numerous desert wns from the Soviet army of Ukrainian, 
IWiidoniswan, and other non-Russian soldiers over to the tide of the 
Hungarian freedom fighter* — another proof of the antipathy of the 
subjugated peoples for their Russian masters- This occasion reminded 
the free world once again that the Achilles' heel of the Bolshevik 
empire is the struggle of the enslaved people*. 

Despite the bravery of the Hungarian people and the fact that the 
- Western nation* let them down completely, Ine Hungarian revolution 
also had other causes for it* failure. Imre Nagy, to the very last 
minute, believed in Russia and never understood the essence of 
Russian ideology. But the heroic ptxmlo of Hungary had a need of a 
firm, national and uncompromismgfy anti-Communist leaf"* rahip?! 
not a "national Communist’ one which still believed id the post bill ty 
: of compromise with the Kremlin. The Hungarian revolution remained 
‘localised , instead of becoming generalised and spreading to other 
enslaved countries of the Soviet Russian Empire. 

When Imre Nagy announced the withdrawal of Hungary from the 
Warsaw Pact, he appealed for neutrality, hoping that the United 
State* would guarantee such neutrality. Instead of which he ought 
'to have appealed to all enslaved nations to rise in a common front 
against communism and Russian imperialism. He should have called 
on them to fight for their national independent states; for Lhe destruc- 
tion of the Kind an forces in all the occupied countries; and for the 
building up of national non -Communist armies not only in Hungary 



but in Ukraine, Poland, Georgia, Turkestan, Slovakia, Bulgaria, and 
other*, and China a* well. But "national Comm un is l" Nagy clung 
to his trust io. Russia to the laat even to that final moment when 
8oviet Russian tanks approached his residence. When Hungarian 
freedom fighter*, cojnmon worker*, peasants, students, and intellec- 
tuals rose against the Russians and their Communist puppets, Nagy 
tried to placate and appease them. Hence he had to lose, and with 
Jam the or*v« Hungarian people lost as well. 
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The Western nations will eventually pay dearly for fading to support 
the Hungarian revolution and, for llial matter, the Polish and the 
German riots and the Ukrainian strike* ami uprisings in ( lie concen- 
tration tamps. It is beyond dispute that hacf the Western nations, 
especially the United States actively assisted the Hungarian revolu- 
tion, Russia would not have dared to risk an atomic war, or to challenge 
the United States as a whole. 

Mr. Arenb. Mr. Stetzko, you are an outstanding Ukrainian na- 
tionalist leader. Would you care to say something about present 
activities of the Ukrainian nationalist underground in Ukraine? 

Mr. Srnuo The Ukrainian liberation movement in the last few 
years lias undergone certain tactical changes due to the fact that the 
Western World including the United Slates, directed all its efforts 
toward a modus vivendi with Communist Russia and the' enslaved 
natkma were given to understand, in most unmistakable terms, that 
they cannot hope for any effective assistance in their liberation effort. 
It waa clear that the Ukrainian underground movement would have to 
change its methods of resistance. in order to continue effectively the 
struggle against Russia, inasmqch as open guerrilla warfare would not 
continue indefinitely. Thus, instead of an armed struggle against the 
Ruaaian invaders, a more subtle and well -organized resistance to the 
Soviet Ruaaian power as such went into effect, This quiet and sys- 
tematic resistance against Moarow embraced all the sectors of life in 
Ukraine; political, economic, cultural, and religious. From time to 
time an armed ambush aga mat, Soviet Ruaaian security Lroope docs 
take place in Ukraine * • 

In Ukraine this resistance is directed by the principal resistance 
groups (1) Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists (OUN), (2) Ukrai-. ' 
nian Insurgent Army (OPA), and (3J the Supreme Ukrainian libera- 
tion Council (JJ. H. \V. R.). The o in er enslaved peoples have similar 
underground anti-Russian and anti-Communisl liberation organiza- 
tion*. which are united in the Anti -Bolshevik Bloc of Nations 
(A. B. N.), as coordination center. 

Underground propaganda, which encompasses underground litera- 
ture on political, literary, economic themes, has proved to be 
extremely effective, especially among the youth and the Soviet army 
men. The latter group haa Keen especially prone to anti -Comm uniat 
and anli-Ruaajan propaganda, inasmuch aa (lie great number of it 
conaiata of the non-Russian nationalities which cannot forget what 
Moacow is doing to their native countries. 

In the economic sector, the propaganda effort is directed against 
the collective farm system, and the advantages of private property 
are bei ng propagated aa an inal ienable right of every man. 

~[nnri> The i be ration movement ia supporting the 

tholic and the Ukrainian Autoccphalic Orthodox under- 
_ churches and combat* vigorously the official atheistic policy 
of Moscow. All possibilities that exist within the Soviet system are 
being meticulously utilised for the purpose of preparing the tJkrainiao 
people for the filial day of liberation and freedom. 

This anti-Russian and anti-Commumai resistance of the Ukrainian 
people boa found another expression in the form of mass strikes and 
rebellions in Soviet concentration camps in Siberia and K&iakhetan. 
Such mass strikes which gained recognition in the free world took 
place in July 1953 in Vorkuta, in June of 1933 in Norilsk, in June of 
1964 in Kingir (Kazakhstan), and in September of 1955 in Mordovia 
and in Taishet. These .maa* strikes sowed not only the germ* of 
revolt and resistance in the alave labor camps, but contributed greatly 
to alackening of Soviet war industries in Siberia. 
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Although deeply and bitterly disappointed in (he West’s inaction 
and indifference to (heir plight, the Ukrainians and other enslaved 
peoples inside the Iron Curtain are keeping their spirit of resistance 
very high and are not wavering in their anti-Communist positions. 
The brutal policies of Moscow relying on mass deportations of 
Ukrainians to Asia proved ineffective, bocause these recalcitrant 
Ukrainian# spread seeds of discontent and rebellion wherever they 
went. 

The ideals of a common cause of ail the enslaved nations are deeply 
rooted behind the Tron Curtain, and no form of Russian tyranny 
can ever destroy them. The Soviet Russian system failed and it only 
crista because it is supported by the strength of Russian bayonets 
The case of Hungary in the fall of 1956 substantia l-es this most 
eloquently. 

The na tionalism of the enslaved natiooa.is the moat powerful 
weapon of which Uio Weat can effectively, avail itself in ita_ itavar^

waged an unparalleled struggle against both the Nazis and the 
Bolsheviks, and yet the Weetfailed to recognize these forces. After 
the defeat of Nazi Germany, the UPA, in cooperation with liber- 
ation forces of other nations, commanded large and powerful force*; 
and the Soviet Government was forced to employ many oorabat 
divisions of special security troop* in order to cope with the Ukrainian 
underground resistance forces. Later on, on May 12, 1947, the Soviet 
Union concluded a special treaty with the Communist governmcaU i 
of Poland and Czechoslovakia directed against the UPA. 

During the Hungarian revolution of 1956 many Ukrainian and other 
, non-Russian soldiers from the Soviet army not only refused to fight 
against the Hungarian freedom fighters, but numerous of them went 
over to their side with arms and tank*. Many of them died fighting 
against the Russians, and many others were captured by the MVD 
and executed outright or sent to slave labor camps 

Ix>ng before the Hungarian revolution, the Kremlin could not con- 
ceal the vast aniJ-Runaian resistance in Ukraine. The Soviet press, 
despite the strict Communist censorship, reported from time to time 
the arrest of “bourgeois Ukrainian nationalists" and “enemies of the 
people.'* In 1947 some 400 members of the UPA crossed the heavily 
guarded Iron Curtain border and arrived in Western Germany armed 
with automatic pistols, hand grenades, and so forth. They were sent 
by Gen. Taras Chuprynka, commander in chief of the U^A, to con- 
▼mce the Western World that the Ukrainian underground was still 
active and fighting against Moscow After the death of General 
Chuprynka, who was ambushed and killed by the MVD troops on 
March 5, I960, the Ukrainian underground continued its operations 
and the Soviet Russian Government made several appeals in the press 
and over the radio, promisine; the underground freedom fighters full 
pardon if they surrendered voluntarily. (Gen. Taraa Chuprynka waa 
a third Ukrainian national loader destroyed by Moscow in recent 
times On May 26, 1926. a Communist agent shot and killed on a 
street of Paris Simon Petlura, former head of the Directorate of the 
Ukrainian National Republic. Col. Eugene Konovalets, head of the 
Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists and commander of the 
Ukrainian Military Organization, was blown to death by a bomb de- 
livered by an NKVD agent on May 23, 1938, in Rotterdam, the 
Netherlands.) 
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In the fall of 1956 the Hungarian freedom fighters reported that 
they know of many rimer I inns of Ukrainian soldiers from the Soviet 
»nny and of resistance oul hursts in several places in Western Ukraine 
particularly the railroad networks between the cities of Nad vim a and 
Vorokhta. near the Polish -Ukrainian border, am) in Uzborod in 
Carpatho-Ukraine. Tlie railroad line between Lviv (Western 
Ukraine) and Budapest was guarded by four crack Soviet divisions. 
At the same time serious disorders broke out in the Areas of Hreboniv 
and Zajniat near the Polish-Bvelonissian border. The railroad line 
between Stanislaviv and KoJomcya was disrupted for several dayB. 

Moreover, serious student disturbances took place in Kiev, capital 
of Ukraine; and some Hungarian prisoners were libmted by the 
Ukrainian underground fighters when their train was ambushed by 
the Ukrainian national partisans. These Hungarian refugees who 
escaped from the Soviet Union slated that the Ukrainian underground 
was well organized and that it enjoyed the support of the Ukrainian 
people, which b direct contradiction to the Kremlin propaganda line 
to the effect that the Ukrainian nationalist underground is composed 
of paid agents and enemies of the people. 

Even before the Hungarian revolution, the Ukrainian underground 
fighters were known to be operating in the Polish-Ukrainian border 
rone. Tlie Polish newspaper Zycu W'arxzawy (Life of Warsaw) of 
July 21-27, 1955, reported the trial of several young Ukrainians in 
Warsaw who were accused of belonging to the OUN and the UPA. 
Among them were such men as Kaminsky, Lykholat, Hoyaan. 
Ptaahnyk, Boychuk, and Nyz. All were condemned to death, and 
several others got prison terms. In Kiev's Mofod Ukrainy (Youth ql 
Ukraine), a Ukrainian Komsomol review, a lengthy' article appeared 
on February 17, 1957, attacking the OUN and liPA. It concluded aa 
follows: "The Ukrainian bourgeois nationalists and the reverend 
fathers from the Vatican, the Basilian Fathers and the Autocephalists 
are finishing their dayB.* * •” 

But a month before, the Soviet MVD had to use their forces against 
the rebellious Ukrainians in the area of Lviv and Kiev and against 
large-scale disorders in Tiflia, capital of Georgia. 

The Ukrainian Autocephalous Orthodox and the Catholic Churehea, 
which were brutally liquidated by the Bolsheviks, are nevertheless 
functioning in tlie underground despite severe reprisals and perse- 
cution. 

Again, on Februaiy 28, 1957, the Kiev radio attacked the United 
States, accusing it of sending Ukrainian nationalist 'kpiea and sabo- 
teurs" into Ukraine. This attack was printed in Radyanttak t/knoiTW 
of February 28, 1957. The said newspaper is the official organ of 
the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Ukraine and of the 
Supreme Soviet and the Council of Ministers otthe Ukrainian S. S. R. 

Two days before that, on February 26, 1957, L. I. Kizya, member 
of the Soviet Ukrainian delegation to the United Nations, formally 
accused the United Slates of sowing disorders and sabotage in Ukraine 
and he introduced a resolution in the Uniled Nations demanding 
condemnation of the United States. 

Mr. Abends. Mr. Stetzko, do the activities of the Ukrainian nation- 
alist underground in Ukraine find any other repercussions in the 
Comm unis l -con trolled press and publications? 

Mr. Stcteko. On January 10-12, 1957, a plenum of the Union of 
Soviet Writers of Ukraine took place in Kiev. One of the Ukrainian 
Soviet writers, Yury Smolych, was commissioned by Moscow to 
deliver a major attack against Ukrainian nationalism. His address 
appeared in the iasne No. 5 of Liitratuma H<Lula of Kiev. Smolych 
averred that "bands of Ukrainian nationalists” took active part in 
the Hungarian uprising (the same statement appeared in the official 
Hungarian Communist "White Book" on the "Fascist intervention,” 
wauad by the puppet Hungarian Government of Janos Kadar). 
Stnolych "intimated” that these Ukrainian nationalists "were brought 
to Hungary by American pianos and armored cam.” 
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The Russian -con trolled Son ft Latvia and Soviet Estonia reported 
recently ihat national liberation movements were active in the Baltic 
State*, Byelorussian, and Ukraine. Also [Jckitrhlcaya Gazeta (Teach- 
ers' Gaz/tlf), official organ of the Soviet Ministry of Public Education 
reported the passive resistance of the population in Bessarabia and 
Kirghizia; and during Christmas Lhe rliief of the MGB, Gen. Ivan 
Serov called in Moscow's Prarda for redoubling vigilance, saying: 
“All the activity of our security organs is directed toward the destruc- 
tion of foreign wpionago groups and other enemies of socialism. • * 

Wriling in the December l, 1957, issue of the New York Herald 
Tribune, Ansel E. Talbert, ita military and aviation editor, com- 
mented upon llie death sentences passed upon four Ukrainian under- 
ground fighters by the Soviet military tribunal in Rivnc, Ukraine. 
He wrote; 

Official Soviet report* of death sentence* vuat passed upon a group of Ukrainian 
"nmtlonahlLnt»' r and “partisans” from the Rovno Province bordering the Pripet 
Marahe* appear to confirm *torle* related by refugees from Hungary. Tbeae 
were to the effect that bef&re the Budapest revolt of la*t year, Soviet aoidlera had 
toM them of receut flahUng between regular Ked army troops nnd Ukrainian 
partisan*, although eucn anLi-Sovtel guerrilla warfare was believed to have ended 
lnlW9 * • • 

On October 24, 1957, Pravda Ukrainy in Kiev reported the trial 
* and execution by shooting of four young Ukrainian nationalists: 
V. Drozd, V. Kalchuk, I. Bukhalsky, and V. Shevchuk of Derman, in 
the Rivne oblast, for the alleged murder of 400 Communist agent* 
between 1944 and 1949. Another Soviet Ukrainian scribe, Y. 
Metnych.uk, wrote an article on thp “Derman tragedy" in the monthly 
review Zhoden (October), No. 5, 1957, and promised to "reveal all the 
facta" about Ukrainian nationalist ''traitors, " but he suddenly dis- 
continued the series after the publication of the first installment of his 
article. 

It is evident that Moscow ia trying to terrorize -the population of 
Ukraine by trials, executions of young Ukrainian patriot*, and by 
systematic vilifying of the Ukrainian underground movement. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Stetzko, is there any comment in tbe Soviel- 
Uk rami an press toward Eastern Europe and especially Ukraine? 

Mr. Stetiko. This anti-Ukrainian campaign by Lhe Communist 
prewa in Ukraine is also coupled with anti-American propaganda as 
well. For instance, UniLed State* foreign policy with regard to 
Ukraine was scathingly attacked by Yaroslav Zinych, in No. I of 
Zkocten, (or January 1958. 

This article singled out tbe American Committee for Liberation, 
accusing it of hostility toward Ukrainian national independence ana 
of sympathy with Russian imperialism 

Tne gist of the article, entitled “Mercenaries Masked and Un- 
masked," follows: 

Before World War'll nationalist cheat* gave pimple lhe tllu*ion of a "Ukrainian 
empire." Thle was what their "ally" Hitter promlacd them, We at] know what 
happened to that promt**?. Hitler had no thought about any kind of Ukrainian 
•tat i, not even a bourgvofc* Hi* aim wax to dwtiroy the Ukrainian people. 

Today, tho natlonalL*t bo*vw* cannot even lalk *i>oiit a tiny backyard bourgeoia 
• late. Aa anyone can *ee, tht* U uot in tlie plan* of tbe nationallat*' new boaeea. 
Eveo the nalionallat txwwe* themxclvrw admit that In the eo-called American 
Committee, an unofficial agency of the Unite*! Staten Department of State, the 
- flmt flddie U played by Ruanian While-Guard " no np rede term inUta," who refuae 
to reeognlie the existence of the Ukrainian •tale. In their opluton, thl* matter i* 
to t>e "determined" later, obviounly only If they can wdwr power. It U not too 
difficult to guew) how lhl« matter would be ‘'determined." Suffice it to *«y that 
they alJ oonaider Ukraine a* part of Ruwia, ®ud tbe Ukrainian language u cor- 
rupted Russian. 
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The same article also ai larked the United States Department of 
State for its support of Polish, Hungarian, aud Rumanian exile leaders 
who claim Western Ukraine, Carpal ho- Ukraine, and Bukovina and 
Bessarabia as parts of tlieir “future” states. 

An author whom we previously quo led, Yury Smolych, published a 
■:® book. Peace In FJut «, and liar to Palacen. in which he vilified the 
• 'Ukrainian Struggle for independence in the years 1917-20. He 
especially attacked llie proclamation of Ukrainian independence on 
January 22. 1918, bv the Ukrainian Central llada and such Ukrainian 
leaders u Simon f*etlura, Prof. Mykhailo Hrushevskv, and others. 
The United States, France, aud Great Brilajn were also depicted as 
‘‘predatory power," which tried to undermine the Soviet authority by 
turning Ukraine into a colony of "Western capitalism.” 

Numerous similar examples ami facts can be sighted from other 
countries of the Soviet Union, such as Georgia, Byelorussia, Turkestan, 
Armenia, Bulgaria, Azerbaijan, or Lithuania. For instance, Komunis*, 
No. 1, 1958, wrote that in Lithuania there “appear reactionary, 
nationalist, and antinational traditions which instigate hatred among 
Lbe peoples and influence the youth in the spirit of bourgeois nation- 
alism * * V Nationalist influences and tendencies have been also 
uncovered among the writers of Estonia, Lithuania, and l^atvia, 
according to the Literary Ornette of March 6, 1958. In Armenia 
serious disturbances arose among collective farmers who failed to 
deliver the wheat quotas assigned to thorn, at which time the frontiers 
of Armenia were sealed off. Arrests worts reported in Azerbaijan and 
Turkestan. 

From Slovakia it wps reported that several secret trials of Slovak 
nationalism took place recently, and the Communists are waging a 
fierce campaign agaiiiBt the Slovak National Republic ridiculing 
Slovak national culture and history and the Slovak national statehood, 
as well as the Slovak political emigres. 

Mr. A kens. Mr. Strlzko, what in your opinion ia there that the 
West can do in order to help the enslaved nations behind the Iron 
Curtain in their struggle against Moscow and for their liberation? 

Mr. Stetzko. In summing up this testimony, 1 would like to 
present the following conclusions for your consideration and thought: 

The key for the destruction of the Russian Empire lies in the hands 
of the West, through the freedom-aspiring nationalism of the enslaved 
nations. 

If the liberation action of the subnigaled nations is to succeed, the 
West must necessarily adopt a different policy with respect to 
bolshevism than it had heretofore. It must spring out from efifforont 
political principles and military-political strategy, which must take 
into account the enslaved nations as we analyzed before. 

There remain, unfortunately, only two possibilities: either the West 
is going to change its policy in the direction of the total negation of 
bolshevism and Russia and the complete isolation, including theousling 
of the Soviet Union from the United Nations, and an unqualified 
Support of the liberation struggle of the enslaved nations, or it will 
have to accept Khrushchev’s terms of “peaceful coexistence” and 
thereby invite its own doom I am inclined to Bupport wholeheartedly 
the firet course, inasmuch as I firmly Indie vc that this course is the 
only one with which the West can avoid an all-out thermonuclear 
catastrophe, 
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Id adopting this course, the free world must above all realize a 
complete coordination of its military action with Mu* national libera- 
tion movements behind the Iron Curtain. For this purpose a closer 
cooperation of certain United States officials, as well as those from 
other free countries, with the reunion latives of these liberation move- 
ments in exile, who never collaborated witli Communists or ever de- 
fended the integrity of the Russian Empire, must he effectuated. The 
principal aim ol tins coordination is the synchronization and concerted 
action of the two partners not only the political, but on the strategical 
plane as well, as General Fuller indicated in his penetrating thesis on 
this subject. In the event of war, the free world must concentrate ila 
attack on the Russian ethnographic territory proper, inasmuch as the 
enslaved nations would be a hie to cope more effectively with the Soviet 
Russian troop* garrisoned in Ukraine, Hungary, Poland, Turkestan, 
et cetera. The national liberation uprising, once set in motion, can 
then isolate the Soviet troops in Central Europe westward from the 
Baltic-Black Sea line to Turkey. Before this “D-day” comes, the 
West must provide this essential assistance to the hnU-Comm uniat 
and anti-Russian resistance forces. Even now assistance can bo 
spelled out iu terras of technical and material support to the existing 
liberation movements, so that an intimate contact between these 
force* and ihc free world could be achieved beforehand. 

The West should have no scruples in thia connection inasmuch as 
Moscow ta abetting its subversive and anti-Western Communist fifth 
columns quite openly and shamelessly. These are the lackeys of 
Moscow. 

On the other hand, the liberation movements arc actual partners 
and political allies of the West, and they arc fighting for their own 
liberation and independence. Khrushchev quite openly interferes io 
the internal affairs of different nations. But so far not one Western 
statesman of weight has had the courage to declare publicly that the 
free world lhoula insist on the independence of Ukraine, Byelorussia, 
Turkestan, Georgia, Azerbaijan, Armenia, Slovakia, the North Cau- 
casus, and the like. The West is even timid lo raise the question of 
independence of Ukraine anti Byelorussia, although 1 k>iIi these Repub- 
lics nave been cliarter members of the United Nations since 1945. 

Finally the West should draw a practical conclusion from the fact 
that the Soviet army consists of soldiers of various nationalities. A 
vigorous and fruitful action can he undertaken to win the loyalty of 
the*© non-Russian nationals. The U. S, R. can be surrounded by 
aggressive propaganda oul posts in Europe, the Near and Middle 
Easlj and the Far East, by including in this dynamic action the 
political and national liberation formations of tin* enslaved peoples. 
The first and commanding place should he occupied not by "national 
Communists" or former Communists or their collaborators, who have 
become disillusioned with communism, but by leaders who have 
never engaged in political dealings with the Communists and liave 
always fougul them regardless of place or circumstances. The West 
should use in this all-imporl <i!it anion not paid agents, hut political 
partners and anil’s. 

The United Slates, the remaining hope for all mankind, must 
seriously consider this alternative. It should unhesitatingly proceed 
upon such action by providing powerful radio stations, widen could 
be operated by nationalist loaders, who would know bow to appeal to 
their enslaved brothers behind thr Iron Curtain. They should be 
given every available opportunity to maintain live contact with th? 
enalavod countries and to serve ns dynamic liaison between them ar d 
the free world. It is to be regretted that certain rirelos in the United 
States have been relying in the past for such work upon opportunistic 
elements, many of whom served the Bolsheviks and were their stauch 
supporters for long years. 
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The existing United Stales private radio broadcasting: organizations, 
such as "Radio Id limit ion* 1 und ''Radio Free Europe," cfinnol appeal 
to the enslave! nations with full rffrrl, inasmuch as liieir policies run 
counter to the interests of the great majority of the imputation of the 
enslaved countries. The AmerLuu ( Wimitteo for Liberation eonducta 
a policy, for example, which is not in harmony with the interests of 
the enslaved jieoples in the U- S. S. K. t in much the same manner as 
the activity of the Institute for the Study of the History und Culture 
of the U. S. S. R. in Munich cannot claim any political success, for 
its policy has been basixl upon u total miseunrepl ion and miarc , |H 
resent ation of the conditions in the U. S. S. R., especially t hone involv- 
ing the political aspirations of the non-Russian nations of the Soviet 
Union 

World War 11 proved that psychological warfare is us important

Christianity, enlightened and liberation nationalism, freedom and 
independence of notions and individuals, und the basic demorralje 
ideas — all can effectively oppose Russian communism and imperialism, 
if intelligently and boldly appiird. 

Here fies a great opportunity for the United Slulcs to take over thp 
leadership in this gigantic and decisive contest for survival — which 
the West collectively cannot ami must nol lone.
